;i(!xHT tnifty and right weBi.beloved' 
Coufiii and CounciUtir, \^t gtect you-- 
well; Whereas it hath'been the cuftom of^ 
\^^Me and beneficent Pririces in all ages to 
dlftinguilh the virtue and loyalty of thHr 
fubjefts by marks ofhonot, to be a teC^ 
t timony of their dignity and of their 
exccHehcy in all qualifications which 
render thenl worthy of the favor of 
their Sovereign, and the refpeft of their 
fellow fubjecls; that fo their eminent 
"^ merits may ftand ackiiowledgecj to the 
*^ wbrld, and create a virtuous emulation 
'^^ in others to deferve fuch honorable dif- 
Sl tiitdion. And 'wherea^s qur loving iiib-^ 
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jedls of our kingdom of Ireland have 

approved themfelves fteadily attached to 

our Royal Perfon and Government, and 

aflfeftionately difpofed to maintain and 

promote the welfare and profperity of 

the whole empire ; and we being willing 

tQ confer upon our fubjeds of our faid 

kingdom a teftimony of our fincere 

love and affeftionate regard, by creating 

an Order of Knighthood in our faid 

kingdom with conftitutions, ordinances, 

cuftoms, and ceremonies, fimilar to thofe 

obfcrved in the moft dignified inftitutions 

of the fame nature ; and, whereas you 

have humbly reprefented unto us, that 

fuch a teftimony of our Royal Favor 

will be highly acceptable to our people 

of our faid kingdom of Ireland ; it is 

our royal will and pleafure, and we do 

hereby authorize and require you, upoi^ 

receipt hereof, forthwith to caufe letters 

patent to be pafled under the Great Seal 

of our faid kingdom of Ireland, for 

creating a Society or Brotherhood, to 

be called Knights of the Moft Illuftrious 

Order of Saint Patrick, to confift of the 

Sovct 
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Sovereign and fifteen Knights Compa* 
nions, and for conftituting and appdint- 
ing our dearly-beloved fourth Son Prince 
Edward ; our right trufty and right 
entirely beloved Coufin and Councillor, 
William Robert, Duke of Leinfter ; our 
right trufty and right well beloved 
Coufin and Councillor, Henry, Earl of 
Clanricarde ; our right trufty and 
right well-beloved Coufin, Randal Wil- 
liam, Earl of Antrim ; our right trufty 
and right well-beloved Coufin and Coun- 
cillor, Thomas, Earl of Weftmeath ; our 
right trufty and right well-beloved 
Coufin and Councillor, Murrough, Earl 
of Inchi(juin ; our right trufty and 
right well-beloved Coufin and Coun- 
cillor, Charles, Earl of Drogheda ; our 
right trufty and right well-beloved 
Coufin and Councillor, George de la 
Poer, Earl of Tyrone ; our right trufty 
and right well-beloved Coufm and 
Councillor, Richard, Earl of Shannon ; 
our right trufty and right wcll-belovcd 
Coufin and Councillor, James, Earl of 
Clanbraflil ; our right trufty and right 
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welLheleved CoujSn, Richard, Earl of 
Mornington; our right trulfy and 
right well-beloved CouCn and COun* 
ciUor, James, Earl of Courtown ; our 
ri^t trufly and right well-beloved 
Coufin, Jamcs^ Earl of Charlemont ;. 
our right jtrutty, and right weU-beloved 
Goufin, Thomas, Earl of Beclive ; and 
our right trufty and right well-beloved 
Coulin and Councillor, Henry, Earl of 
Ely, to be Knights Companions of the 
Moft Uluftrious Order of Saint Patrick, 
of which Order we ourfelves, our heirs, 
znd fucceffors, fhall perpetually be Sove- 
reigns, and of which. our Lord Lieute- 
nant General and General Governor of 
Ireland, or our Lord Deputy, or Depu^ 
ties of our faid Kingdom, or our Lords 
Juftices or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of our faid kingdom for the 
time being fliall ofKciate as Grand Maf- 
ters. And it is our further will ai^id 
pleafurc, that the faid Society or Brother^ 
hood of the Knights of the Moft Uluf- 
trious Order of Saint Patriclc, fiiall have 
a Common Seal, and fhall have a Chan^ 

cellorj^ 
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cfeUor, Reglfter, Secretary, Oeiloalogift, 
^Ulher, King of Arms, Heralds, Purfiii- 
vant3, andfuch other Officers as we from 
time to time fhall think fit to appoint, 
under ouffign manual, and* that they (hall 
Obferve allfuch conftitutiohs, ordinanoos, 
cufix)ms and ceremonies, as fhall he 
enjoined them under our dign mamiaL 
And it is futther our will -and {jdeafure, 
.that the^feid j^nights being Commoners, 
fhall have railk and 'precedency in all 
plaoss immediately .after Barons' elded 
fons, and rthat the ^ives of the faid 
Knights Companions fhall, in like man- 
ner, havje rank and precedency imme- 
diately after the wives of Barons' eldefl: 
fons, and before all other inferior ranks. 
And it is our further will and fdeaifttre, 
that upon any vacancy happening ki the 
faid Society or Brothcrfioed by ^dteath or 
refignation of any of the Kniglits, a 
fucceffor fliall be elefted by «be ether 
Knights in manner as flial be ditseded 
by the conftitutions and ordinances to 
be effabllflied under tsur fign maiimal as 
before mentioned. And in the faid 

ktters 
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letters patent you are to caufe to be in- 
ferted all fuch claufes as fliall be neceffary . 
to make the fame moft full, valid and 
cflfeftual. And for fo doing this fhall be 
as well unto you, as unto all other our 
officers and minifters concerned herein, 
a fofficient warrant. And fo we bid 
you heartily farewell*

GEORGlf the Third, by the Once 
i>{ God, of Great Britsdn, France, and 
Ireland King, Defender of the Faith, 
^c. To all to whom thefe prefcnts (hall 
4Come greeting. Whereas wehavethought 
fit for the dignity and honor of our realm 
of Ireland to ordain, eftabliih, create, and 
found a company of fifteen noble and 
worthy Knights for to be, of the Moft 
Illuftrious Ordejr of Saint Patrick; and, 
whereas for the honorable continuance, 
augmentation, and maintenance of the 
:rame, it is fitting that flatutes and or- 
dinances Ihould be obfenred and kept by 
the Common Brethren, Knights, and 
Companions of the faid Moft Illuftriou§ 
Order : Know ye therefore, that we 
the moft High, moft Ej^cdient, and moft 
Puifant Prince George the Third, by the 
Grace of God, of Great Britain, France 
and Ireland King, Defender of the Faith, 
and fo forth, and Sovereign of the Moft 
illuftrious Order of Saint Patrick, for 
B th?^

to 

the right Angular love and entire a0eo 
tion which we bear to the faid Mdt 
Illuftrious Order, and for t^e honorable 
continuance and increafing of the fame, 
do make, ordain, conftitute and dedare 
the ftatutes and ordinances which ihaU 
be from henceforth obferved, kept and 
enfued by the Sovereign and the Knight; 
Companions of the faid Mofl Illuftrious 
Order in manner and form following : 

FiR,sT, It is ordained and accorded, 
that the King, his Heirs, and Succeffors, 
fhall be for evermore Sovereigns of the 
faid moft Illuftrious Order of Saint Pa- 
trick, to the which Sovereign, and to 
his Heirs and Succeflbrs, fhall appertain 
the declaration, folution, determination, 
interpretation, reformation, and difpot 
fition of all caufes concerning and touch- 
ing any thing of obfcurity or doubt 
contained in the ftatutes of the faid 
Mofl Illuftrious Order. 

Secondly, That whenever the faid 
Sovereign cannot by reafon of his ab-. 
fence without the faid realm of Ireland, 

hold 
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hold the chapters, or do^ or perform 
fuch things as by the ilatutes ihall ap« 
pertain to him to do, touching the find 
Moft iUuftrious Order, his Lord Lieu- 
tenant General and General Governor 
of this his realm, or his Lord Deputy, or 
Lords Juilices for the time being fhal^ 
be, and ar« hereby declared Grand 
Mafters of the faid Moft Ulufkrious Orders 
and fliall do all things and enjoy all pri* 
vileges, rights and prerogatives, and do 
all manner of things touching the faid 
Moft Illuftrious Order, in as ample a 
manner as we ourfelves could have done 
as Sovereign of the iaid Moft Illuftrious 
Order j if we ourfdves had been prefent 
within the faid realm. 

Thirdly, It is ordained that none 
fbsfll be eleded or chofen to be Fellow or 
Companion of the faid Moft Dlufhious 
Order, except he be a Gentleman of 
Blood, and that he be a Knight, and 
without reproach ; and as touching the 
declaration of a Gentleman of Bloody 
it is declared that he Ihall be defcended 
of three defcents of Nobleffe j that is 

to 
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t6 fey, of ftame and of arms, both of 
}fi$ father's fide and of his mother's fidc^ 
a certificate of whifch, figned by our 
principal King at Arms within our fkid 
rcahn of Ireland, fliall be delivered by 
each Knight immediately after his elec- 
tion, and before his inveftiture, and fliall 
be depofited with our geneklogift or re- 
g^fter of our faid Moft Illuftrious Order. 
FQURTH1.Y, That the Sovereign fliall, 
whenever it feemeth meet unto him, by 
fummons under the Seal of the Order, 
dire(JV a chapter to be holden at fuch 
jJace within this realm of Ireland as he 
fliall appoint, and that aH the Knights 
of the faid Order fliall then aiid there 
be prefent in the fxril habits of the faid 
Moft Illuftrious Order, Which they fliall 
always wear in chapters except by dif^ 
penfation from the Sovereign j and if 
they come not at the time afligned with- 
out having a juft and reafotiable excufe 
which maty be acceptable to the faidf ' 
Sovereign, or without being otherwife 
pardoned by the faid Sovereign for his 
abfence by fpecial tetters of excufe, by 

which 
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wliich letters their dam» and caufes 
fliiUbe written^ he ihaU be reprimanded 
at the next chapter for the firft ofifence, 
and for the fecend offence he flutll lofe 
the rank which he hath in the £ud Order^ 
and be placed below all the other Knights 
and Companions of the (aid Order ; and 
for the third offence he fliall be puniihed 
in fuch manner a3 to the faid chapter 
Ihall feem meet. 

Fifthly, It is ordainedt that all and 
every Knight of the fiud Company fliaU 
wear on the great and ftdemn feafts to 
be s^^inted by the Sovereign, the Collar 
of the iaid Order, and at all other times 
ihall wear the Badge of the faid Order, 
pendant from a &y-blue ribband over 
the right fliouldcr, and as foon as they 
fliall be inftalled (hall wear the device of 
the Order on the left fide of their outer 
garment, in fuch manner as fliajl be di- 
refted by the Sovereign, And if any 
Knight of the Company be found to 
appear without the faid collar, badge and 
device, at fuch time as by thefe ftatutes 
he is direfted tQ wea^r the fame, that he 

pay 
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pay immediatdy after the cb2dlenge SiaK- 
be made to him by any 6f the fix officers 
of the Order, the fum of twenty IhU- 
lings } and if he do enter the chapter 
without the £dd collar, badge and device, 
and without the (aid habits, except when 
they be difpenfed with by the Sovereign, 
he fhall forfeit the fum of five pounds 
to whomfoever of the faid ofiicers Ihall 
challenge him. 

SixTHJLY, It is ordained that the 
Knights of the faid Moft Illuftrious Or- 
der, always and as often as they Ihall 
wear their Mantles, fliall go before the 
Sovereign, every of them with his Fel- 
low that is fore-againft him, ordinarily 
as they be fet in their ftalls; and the 
Officers of the faid Order Ihall immedi*' 
ately precede the Sovereign ; and the 
faid Knights fhall fit at the table accord- 
ing to their flails, except children or* 
brethren of Kings and Princes flrangers, 
they which fhall keep their places after 
their eflates. 

Seventhly, It is ordained that aU 
Urangers that fhaH be eleded Fellows of 

the 
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ike £aid Order, Ihall be certified by letters 
of the Sovereign of their cle^lion, the 
which letters certification with the Sta- 
tutes of the faid Order, under the com- 
mon Seal^ ihall be fent unto them at the: 
coft of the faid Sovereign, in all dili? 
gence, and at the far theft they lhal| be 
certified of this in four monthsj^.after the 
£dd ele<^ion, to the end the faid cle^ 
may advife them by the Statutes if they 
will receive the faid Order or no. But 
if the faid Sovereign have great and high 
lets and bufinefs, that then he ipay defer 
the certification of the faid eledion at his 
good plcafure unto the time of opportu- 
nity and conveniency. After the certi- 
fication fliall have been delivered, and that 
the Sovereign fliall be certified that the 
faid eleft will receive the faid Order, then 
the Sovereign fliall fend unto the iaid 
cleft by his Ambaflador his whole habit 
with the ribband and collar ; and that 
all fuch ftrangcrs of what eftate, dignity, 
pr condition that they be of, fliall fend 
within feven months after the reception 
pf the faid ribband, collar, and habit ; 

and 
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and that he have certified the Sovereign 
to have received thofe things by a fuffi* 
dent Deputy after the eftate of his Lord 
and Maftcr, fo that he be a Knight with- 
out reproach to be flailed in hU place^ 
the which ihall bring with him a mantle 
of Iky.blue fattin of the order of that 
which he ihall fend him, and alfo his 
banner, fword, helmet and creft, fo? 
to be and abide in the Cathedral Church 
of Saint Patrick in Dublin during hi| 
life, and that the mantle in the time that 
the faid Deputy ihall be flailed by the 
faid Sovereign or his Deputy fliall be put 
upon his right arm, for to hold the faid 
mantle upon his arm, and fliall be accom^ 
panicd and led by two of the X^nights of 
the faid Order from the door of the 
Chapter unto the flail, and there being 
fliall make his oath, and fliall be flailed 
for and in the name of his faid Lord and 
Mafter. And the mantle abovefaid, the 
faid Deputy fliall bear it upon his right 
arm during Divine Service, being fet in 
the flate of his Lord and Mafter, with- 
out bearing of it any time ^ftcr^ and to 

h^ve 
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liave. no manner of voice in the Chapter, 
or to come in it in the abfence of him 
that hath fent him ; and if he fend not 
his Deputy within feven months above- 
faid, without having a reafonable excufe 
which fhall be acceptable to the Sove- 
reign or his Deputy, the election fliall be 
void of him, except that the faid Knight 
be prevented by great affairs, then he 
may fend his excufe to the faid Sovereign 
or to his Deputy within a month after ;' 
and after, as his excufe is, the Sovereign 
or his Deputy will allow or accept it, 
that then the faid Sovereign may give 
unto him four mdnths more of refpite ; 
and if he come not, or fend not his De- 
puty before the time of the four months 
be finifhed, that then in this cafe the 
eledion fliall be wholly void from him 
from that time. 

EiGHTLY, It is ordained that if any 
of the faid Company die, the Sovereign 
or his Deputy, after that they fliall have 
-certification of his death, fliall be bound 
for to fend and give notice by their 
letters to all the Fellows of the faid Moft 
G lUuftrioug 
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Uluftrious Order, being within Ireland^ 
for to come and be with the faid Sove- 
reign or his Deputy in which place fo- 
cver it be, where it fhall pleafe him to 
affign conveniently, within fix weeks 
after the certification of the death of the 
faid Knight, the which alfo affembled, or 
at the leaft fix, with the Sovereign or his 
Deputy abovefaid, every of them that 
there fhall be prefont and come to the 
eledlion fhall name nine of the worthieft 
and fufficient Knights without reproach 
that he fliall know, fubjefts of the faid 
Sovereign, or others fo to be, that they 
hold no contrary party, or be againfl 
him, that is, to wit. Three Dukes, 
Marquiffes, Earls of greater eftate ; three 
Barons, or Bannerets; and three Bat- 
chelor Knights, the which denominations 
the Chancellor of the fame Order fhall 
write ; that is, to wit, the Arch Bifliop 
of Dublin, for the time being, or in his 
abfence the Regifter ; that is, to wit, the 
Dean of the Cathedral Church of Saint 
Patrick, in Dublin, for the time being, 
or the moft ancient refcdent of the faid 

Company 
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Company in their abfence, and the de» 
nominations fo done by all or fix of the 
leaft by him that hath written, (hall be 
ffiewed to the faid Sovereign or his De- 
puty, that then Ihall choofe of them that 
be named he that fliall have the moft 
voices, and alfo he that the Sovereign 
fhall efteen^ to be the moQ: honorable to 
the faid Order, and moft profitable to 
k'ls Crown and to his Realm ; and if 
there be any Knights of the faid Order 
that fhall fail to coipe to the faid elec- 
tion, if he be not prevented by a juft 
caufe, and that the faid caufe of his 
excufe, fliewed under his feal of 
arms, be found by the Sovereign or 
his Deputy to be juft and reafonable, 
and his excufe to be acceptable and al- 
lowed, and that if his caufe be not juft, 
and that he come not to the ceremonies 
above-named, it is ordained that be fliall 
be reprimanded at the next chq^pter for the 
firft offence, and for the fecond offence 
he Ihall lofe the rank which he hath in 
the faid Order;> and be placed below aH 
other the Knights and Companions of 
the faid Order, and for the third offence 

he 
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he fhall be puniflied in fuch manner ars 
to the faid chapter £hall feem meet. 

Ninthly, It is ordained, that if any 
Knight of the faid Company fliould 
depart, another is chofen and elect, he 
fliall have foon after his eledion the 
ribband in lignification that he is one of 
the Knights and Fellows of the Order 
of Saint Patrick, and his robe and hood 
fhall be delivered him in the Cathedral 
Church of Saint Patrick, in Dublin, 
where the Public Stallation of the faid 
Knights fliall be always held immediately 
after his commiifion has been read before 
the Sovereign or his Deputy and the 
Company, and after that, fliall be led 
by two Knights of the faid Order, ac- 
companied with the other Noblemen, 
and Officers of the Order fliall alfo be 
prefent, and his Mantle fliall be borne 
before him by one of the Knights of 
the faid Order, or by the King at Arms 
of the Order, the which Mantle fliall 
be delivered to him for his Habit, after 
that he fliall have made his oath before 
• his Stall and not before, and this done 

he 
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lie fliall return into the Chapter Houfe, 
where he fliall receive by the Sovereign 
or his Deputy the Collar, and fo he fliall 
have the full pofleffion of his Habit 
wholly, except great Princes, ftrangers, 
the which may receive tlieir Habits 
wholly within the Chapter Houfe, and 
if he die before he have received the 
Habit he fliall not be named one of the 
Founders, feeing he has not had full 
poffeilion of his eltate ; but he fhall have 
the one part of the Divine Service 
^bovc-named for the delivery of the 
ribband, and none other things above 
it : And if he fo chofen come not in all 
good diligence after the reception of the 
ribband in the faid place for to be 
flailed, and efpecially within the year of 
his election, and if he le a Knight dwel- 
ling within the realm, and hath no rea- 
fonable excufe, then the eleftion fliall be 
void of him, and another new eledion 
fliall be made, and neither the banner, 
the fword, nor the helmet, nor the 
crefl: of him fo chofen, fhall be put 
upon his fl:all before his coming, to tho 

cud 
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end that if become not, his faid hatch» 
meats be not taken down, or availed, 
\ut lionefily put out of the chair, a^nd 
ibe creft and other things fliall abide to 
the profit and ufe of the faid Order. 

Tenthly, It is ordained that whofo- 
ever Ihall be chofen to this degree of 
konor, fhall be inftalled in the loweft 
fiall according to his eleftion, except 
Kings and Princes of a foreign nation. 

EjUEVEN'r Hi-Y, It is ordained if there 
be any ftall or place void, the Sovereign 
9t his pleafure may advance and tranflate 
ly his fpccial licenfe any Knights of the 
feid Company in the faid ftall, if fo be 
that it be higher than the ftall that he 
was in before. Alfo the Sovereign may 
once in his life, if it ple^e him, make a 
general tranflation of all the ftalls at his 
pleafure, except Emperors, Kings, and 
Puinces, they which fhall always keep 
their places and ftalls unlefe that they be 
tranflated into a higher ftall, in the which 
tranflation the long continuance in the 
Order, and the praife-worthinefs and 
merits of the Knights «ught to be con- 

fidered 
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fidefed and Temeiribered, tire tc^iA 
Knights from hencefofth in gormg arml 
fitting at all times, that they ftaH 'wear 
their Manfles, fliall keep their places afte^ 
the order of thdr ftalls, and not atfitcr 
tTieir eftates as is aforefaid. 

Twelfths Y, It is ordained that levery 
Knight within the year of his ftafHittion, 
fliall caufe to be made an efcutcheon of 
his arms and hatchments in a plate of 
metal, fuch as fhaM |fleafe him, and that 
it te furely fet trpon t^e back of iiis ftall, 
and the other that *fliaH come after fhafl 
have their efcutdieons and hatclmicnts 
in like manner : trut their pbtes of me- 
tal nor their hatcfhmcnts ihaJl iiot be fo 
large nor fo great as thofe of the firft 
Founders were. 

Thirteenthi-Y, It is ordaitied that 
no Knight diofen and elefted to be Fel- 
low of the faid lUuftrious Order, ihaM 
be flailed by procurement or Deputy ex- 
cept he be a ftranger, and may notwcH 
come hither in his proper perfon to %c 
ftaHed, or other that is bufied withcJut 
the realm for the aflfairs^of "his Sovereign, 

or 
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or by his commandxncnt and ficenfe as ' 
is above direded* 

FouRTEENTHLY, It is ordaincd, that 
every Knight entering the faid Order 
fliall promife and fwear faithfully the 
oath, that is to fay, « I Sir A. B. pro- 
*' mife and fwear to my true power 
" during my life, and during the time 
'' that I fliall be Fellow of the Moft 
" niuftrious Order of St. Patrick, to 
*' keep, defend and fuftain the honors, 
•* rights, and privileges of the Sove- 
•* reign of the faid Order, and well and 
•' truly I will accomplifli all the ftatutes, 
*' points and ordinances of the faid 
*' Order, as though they were read to 
" me from point to point and from ar- 
** tide to article, and that wittingly 
*' and willingly I will not break any 
*^ ftatutes of the faid Order, or any 
*' article in them contained, except in 
•• fuch as I fliall have received a difpen- 
*^ fation from the Sovereign — So held 
" me God and the contents of this 
" book.'* This done- the faid Knight 
fliall with due reverence and kneeling 

receive 
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rcceirc the Badge, the which the Sove- 
reign fhall put over his right fhoulder, 
faying thcfe words : " Sir, the loving 
" Company of the Order of Saint Pa- 
•' trickhath received you their Brother^ 
*' Lover and Fellow, and in token and 
** knowledge of this, they give you 
*' and prefent you this prefent Badge, 
*^ the which God will that you receive 
** and wear from henceforth to his 
** praife and pleafure, and ta the exal- 
*' tation and honor of the faid lUuftrious 
*^ Order and yourfelf.'* 

FiFTEENTHLY, And it IS further or- 
dained, that the following admonitions 
flxall be read by the Chancellor or Re- 
gifter of the faid Order, to every Knight 
at his firft admiflion to the faid Illuftrious 
Order, that is to fay. 

Upon putting on the Collar, 

" Sir, the Loving Company of the 
*^ Order of Saint Patrick hath received 
*' you their Brother, Lover and Fellow, 
*' and in token and knowledge of this 
** they give you and prefent you thb 
D " prefent 
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^^ prcfent Badge, the which God will 
** that you receive and wear from 
" henceforth to his praife and pleafure, 
^* and to the exaltation and honor of 
*^ the faid Dluftrious Order and your- 
« felf/V 

Upon putting on the Sword, 

*^ Take this Sword to the increafe of 
*' your honor, and in token and fign of 
*^ the Moft Dluftrious Order which you 
** have received, wherewith you being 
*^ defended may be bold ftrongly to 
*^ fight in the defence of thofe rights 
** and ordinances to which you be en-

SjEVENTE|;NTHLy, It is ordained that 
there fliall be fix Officers appertaining 
unto the faid Order, that is to fay. 
Chancellor, Secretary, Regifter, Genea- 
logift, Ufher at Arms, named the Black 
Rod, and King at Arms, named Ulfter, 
the which fliall be received and fworn to 
be of the Council of the faid Ordcr^ 
and fliall have fuch charges and privi- 
leges as are exprefsly declared in the 
ordinances of the Sovereign, and fliall 
wear for a cognizance about their necks 
fuch badge as fliall be afligned to them 
by the Sovereign.

ORDINANCES 
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.ORDINANCES touching the Badges, 
Devices, and Habits of our Knights 

. Companions of our Moft lUuftrious 
Order of St. PATRICK; the Habits 
of their Efquires, and the Badges and 
Habits of the Officers of our fsdd 
Order. 

First, We do ordain that our Lord 
Lieutenant General and General Cover- 
nor of our Realm of Ireland Ihall wear 
at all Chapters and Inftallations at which 
we ourfelves cannot be prefent, the fame 
Habits and Robes which we ourfelves 
fliould wear, and which are to be of the 
fame materials and faftiion as thofe of 
our Knights, fave only thofe alterations 
which befit our dignity ; and he fhall 
wear our Collar on all folemn Feafts as 
hereinafter defcribed, and at all other 
times he fhall wear pendant at his neck, 
from a Iky-blue ribband, the badge of 
our faid Order, furmounted by a harp 
crowned with an Imperial Crown, 

And 
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And as touching the Habits of the 
Knights Companions of our Moft Ulut 
trious Order, the Mantles fliall be of 
Iky-blue fattin, lined with a white fiHc, 
having on the left flioulder a hood of 
blue fattin lined alfo with white filk, and 
the faid Mantle fliall be tied with two 
firings of blue filk mixed with gold; 
their flioes fliall be of white leather with 
knots of crimfon ribband ; the belt of 
their fword fliall be of crimfon fattin, 
and they fliall have a handle gilt, and a 
fcabbard of crimfon velvet. 

And our faid Knights Companions 
fliall each of them wear a round hat co- 
vered with white fattin and lined with 
blue, the front of which fliall be turned 
back, and the (ame device, encircled with 
rays affixed thereto, as we fliall direft to 
be worn on the left fide of their outer 
garment ; and the faid hat fliall be fur- 
mounted with three fixlls of Oftrich 
feathers, which fliall be red, blue, and 
white, and round the hat fliall be a band 
of crimfon fattin embroidered after 
the fafliion of the great Collar of the 

Order, 
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Order, which we ihall hereafter de- 
fcribe. 

The Collar of our faid Moft Illuftrious 
Order fliall be of gold, and it fliall be 
compofcd of rofes and of harps alter- 
nate, tied together with a knot of gold, 
and the faid rofes fhall be enamelled al- 
ternately white leaves within red, and 
red leaves within white, and in the cen- 
ter of the faid Collar fliall be an Impe- 
rial Crown furmounting a harp of gold, 
from which fliall hang the badge of our 
faid Order; and the faid badge fliall 
be of gold, furmounted with a wreath 
of fliamrock or trefoil, within which 
fliall be a circle of gold containing the 
motto of our faid Order in letters of 
gold, viz. QUIS SEPARABIT? toge- 
ther with the date 1783, being the year 
in which our faid Order was founded, 
and encircling the Crofs of Saint Pa- 
trick, gules, furmounted with a trefoil 
vert, each of its leaves charged with an 
Imperial Crown, Or, upon a Field, ar- 
gent ; and this badge, we ordain fliall be 
worn pendant from a fky-blue ribband 

over 
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over tEe Hglit fcoiildielr at all timfeS, whtti 
our Md Kniglits &all not wear tHc fcel- 
lar of the Orcler ; and we further ordain^ 
that Gfui: faid Knights Cdmpahions (hall 
wear the faid badge, encirckd trithitt 
rays in form of a ffar of fihrer confifling 
of eight poihtd, that is to &y, four 
greatet" and foixt kffer on thfe left fide of 
their outer garment. 

And we further ordain thit onr faid 
Knights ihall, in all armorial bearings, 
life the faid CoHai: encircling their coat^ 
armorial. . ^ 

And we ordain that the Chancellor of 
ciir faid Moft Illuftrious Order fiiall 
wear the fame Mantle as our faid fcnights, 
and fiiall wear a batd^e bf gold pendant 
at his neck from a fky-blue ribband, 
whicii. Ihall be of a fquare form, repre^' 
fenting a puffe, arid charged with thfe 
fame crofs, gules, furmbunted as before 
on a Field argent, and encircled "^liti a 
wreath of fhamrocks. 

And the Regifter of our fatd Order 
Ihall wear the f^me Mantle as before (i&" 
bribed, but it ftiall be fliorter, and hi 
E ' ihall 
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jhail wear a badge of gold pendant c^ bis 
ne^ from a Iky-blue ribband in the 
ihape of a book, charged with the fame 
device as that of our Chancellor of our 
fidd Moft lUuftrious Order. 

And our Secretary and Genejdog^ft 

fliaU each of them wear a Mantle of the 
lame length as that of our Regifter, with 

afiircoat of white filk, and fhall wear» 
pendant at their necks from a Iky-blue 
ribband, the fame badge as that of our 
Knights, excepting only the circlet of 
gold with the motto. 

And the Uflier of our faid Order Ihall 
wear a crimfonfattin Mantle, but fliorter, 
and Habit the fame as our faid Secretary 
and Genealogift ; and Ihall wear a badge 
pendant at his neck by a Iky-blue rib. 
band, which badge {hall bear the harp of 
gold upon a Field azure, encirded with 
the motto as before* 

And the King at Arms of our faid 
Order Ihall wear the fiime habit and 
Mantle as our U£her, and a badge pend- 
ant at his neck by a Iky-blue ribband 
contsdning the crofs, gules of our faid 

Order, 
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OtdsTj upon a Field argent, impailed 
Ivith the arms of our faid Realm of 
Ireland, and both encircled with the 
mottb above-mentioned. 

And that thefe feveral devices may 
more plainly appear, we have direded 
them to be properly depifted and cm*. 
blazoned in their proper colours. 

And laftly we will and direA that the 
Mantles, Habits, and Veftments above- 
ordained, fliall be of thofe manufadhires 
known by the dcfcription of fattins and 
lilks wrought within our Realm of Ire- 
land.

The Efquires remained ftanding titt after 

grace \vas fald by the Chancellor, wheA 

they retired to the feats prepared for 

tlitem. 

Towards the end of the JQrft cotirfe 
his Excellency flood up uncovered, the 
Knights alfo roie uncovered, and the 
King at Arms proclaimed by found of 
trumpet, that the Grand Mafter and 
Knights Conapanions of the Moft Illut 
trious Order of Saint Patrick did drink 
the Sovereign's health. The fecond 
courfe was then brought in by the Yeo- 
maa of the Guard with the ufual ccre- 
fiQonies^ after which his Excellency flood 
up covered, and the Knights again fland- 
ing up uncovered, Ulfter proclaimed 

that 
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that the Grand IMdlcr, in the name of 
the Sovereign, did drink the healths of 
the Knights Companions ^ and at the 
end of the fecond courfe, all rifing agaiir 
uncovered, drank the Quau's He^cb, 
which was proclaimed in the fan^ man* 
ner. ITie deftrt being brought in, the 
Officers at Arms, with the ufual rever* 
ences, cried, LARGESS thrice, and pro* 
claimed the ftilc of the Sovereign, and "^ 
afterwards of each Knight Companion, 
who fucceffively ftood up during the faid 
proclamation, and fat down again after 
bowing to the Sovereign.
